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Chamber Of Commerce To 
Speed Up Action On White 
Water Bridge and Postoffice 


Matters of more than passing 
interest, all of them of vital inter- 
est to Elba and her people, were 
features of the semi-monthly meet- 
ing of the Elba Chamber of Com- 
merce held Tuesday evening at 
Banks cafe, Twenty-one members 
were present, 

White Water bridge project was 
the first to be discussed and it is 
very evident that this is one of 
the most vital needs today. Not 
only does the City of Elba need 
& permanent structure across 
White Water, but it was pointed 
out that hundreds of families who 
live in the Northeastern section of 
the county would be greatly bene- 
fitted. The old temporary bridge 
jis inadequate and dangerous, and 
besides plans call for paving of 
the Hlba-Victoria road during this 
year, and a new bridge will be 
necessary, The gist of discussions 
cre that Highway Officials and 
County Officials and perhaps oth- 
ers connected in an official way, 
have not been able to agree on 
plans for putting the bridge proj- 
ect through, Just exactly the na- 
ture of these differences was not 
made public at the meeting. How- 
ever, members present were deep- 
ly interested in the matter and 
on motion unanimously adopted, a 
commiitee composed of J, C. Flem- 
ing, L. P. Mullins and F, A, Farris 
was named to contact all officers, 
boards and departments with the 
view of getting the project ap- 
proved. 

The mere mention of Elba’'s pro- 
posed new postoffice building 
brought forth plenty of comment 
from members of the body, and the 
general opinion existing is that the 
entire matter is being unduly de- 
layed. Bids on sites were receiv- 
ed on August 3, 1938, and today 
seventeen months later, the pur- 
chase of the lot has not been com- 
pleted, Most people cannot under- 
stand why the matter has been de- 
layed so long. 

Then too, mernvers of the body 
want to know if Elba people will 
have anything to say about the 
design or architecture of the build- 
ing. Several expressed the opinion 
that some towns are getting hand- 
some structures while others are 
getting buildings that are anything 
but beautiful. One member said 
that as far as he was concerned 
if we could not get a better look- 
ing building than one of our neigh- 


‘horing cities, we could just keep 


what we have now. All in all, it 
was the unanimous opinion of 
those present that our Congress- 
man should be implored to do 
something about the matter, and 
do it pronto. Officers of the Cham- 
ber were instructed to write the 
Congressman and any other offi- 
cials, boards or departments in 
the interest of this matter and 
members agreed to write personal 
letters, If it takes as long in pro- 
portion to construct a building as 
it has to purchase a lot, we will 
not get a building within the next 
three or four years. Several mem- 
hers of the Chamber expressed the 
opinion that we could get immedi- 
ate action, if we had representa-

tion in Washington sufficiently in- 
terested in the matter, 

Superintendent A, C, Dunaway 
made a brief statement in regard 
to the proposed new school build- 
ing for Elba, He pointed out that 
some difficulty was experienced in 
fretting plans for the building. The 
State Department did not have 
plans for a building large enough 
for Elba and therefore several 
weeks were consumed in drawing 
new plans. However, all plans and 
specifications have been completed 
and are now in the hands of the 
WPA Engineers for this area. 
These engineers have promised 
that the application will be for- 
warded to the state office within 
the next ten days, It is anticipat- 
cd that the project will receive 
final approval from Washington 
and work can be started about the 
last of March, ‘This will be good 
news to people of Elba as they are 
vitally interested in this new build- 
ing to house the elementary 
grades of the school. Superintend- 
ent Dunaway and other local offi- 
cials are doing everything pos- 
sible to get the project started so 
that it will be completed during 
the summer or early fall. 

Before adjournment Secretary R. 
C. Bryan announced that he will 
haye some very interesting infor- 
mation to give members of the 
Chamber at the next regular meet- 
ing on Tuesday evening, Febru- 
ary 13.

Hon, F. M. Farris, chairman of 
the Coffee County Democratic Hx- 
ecutive Committee, is in receipt 
of a letter from the chairman of 
the State Committee calling at- 
tention to the fact that there is a 
little conflict in the primary elec- 
tion laws in regard to candidates 
filing their declarations and pay- 
ing fees assessed against them. 
This error was allowed to appear 
in the rules and regulations adopt- 
ed by the State committee and 
although the discrepancy was talk- 
ed about in the Coffee Committee 
meeting Thursday, January 18 
that body is desirous that every 
candidate or those who wish to 
become candidates be fully inform- 
ed as to the law. 

Section 12 of the Act of the Ala- 
bama Legislature providing for 
primary elections, found on page 
76 of the General Acta of 1931, 
provides for “the filing of decla- 
rations of candidacy NOT LATER 
THAN MARCH 1,” Yet this same 
section further provides that all 
candidates shall pay the assess- 
ment fee BEFORE MARCH 1, 

Citizens of Coffee County who 
are contemplating entering any of 
the races for office in the May 7 
primary election should make up 
their declarations, file them with 
the Chairman of the committee 
and also pay the fee assessed BE- 
FORE THE FIRST DAY OF 
MARCH. 

It is not very likely that any 
candidate will want to wait until 
the very last day, but should they 
do so it will be well to remember 
that the fee MUST be paid before 
that day and the declaration 
should also be filed at the same 
time the fee is paid. 

The Coffee County Executive 
Committee has prepared declara- 
tion blanks for the convenience of 
all those who wish to enter the 
primaries. These blanks also con- 
tein the declaration required by 
the Corrupt Practice Act, which 
must be filed with the Probate 
Judge. These blanks are free to 
any and all candidates, and may 
be secured by calling the Secre- 
tary, R. C. Bryan, at The Clipper 
office, or Hon, F. M. Farris, the 
chairman, 

If you are going to run for any 
office, come in and get these blanks 
and file them on or before Febru- 
ary 29, in order to be absolutely 
safe in the matter.

LESSON TE 


Moral action and right living can 
only be assured on the basis of right 
thinking. If our principles are right, 
our action will be sure and our life 
will be steady. Fundamental in our 
consideration of temperate living is 
a right understanding of life itself. 
Where did we come from? Whom 
do we resemble? What are the rul- 
ing forces in life? To whom do we 
belong? If he gets these matters 
straight, any honest man will come 
out right in his life decisions. 


I, Man Was Created in the Image 
of God (Gen, 1:27-31). 


“God created man’? — so says 
Scripture, and all the forces of in- 
fidelity and unbelief have not been 
able to break down that simple 
statement, The creation story of 
Genesis stands and will stand. Let 
no critic of God's Word, no spinner 
of human philosophies, however 
plausible, take that assurance from 
you. 

The important point for our lesson 
{s the fact that God created man in 
His own image; in other words, 
made him an intelligent, moral and 
spiritual being. It takes a very 
gullible person indeed to believe the 
theory (which, by the way, has nev- 
er been proved) that man has 
evolved from some elementary sub- 
stance by way of the animal into 
his present high estate. Man came 
from the hand of God ready to take 
dominion over the earth (vv. 28-30), 
able to name all the animals (Gen, 
2:19, 20), and above all, capable 
of fellowship with God. Little won- 
der that God declared His creation 
with man as its crown to be ‘'very 
good’’ (1:31). 


Remember that you are God’s cre- 
ation and that you bear His likeness 
and you will have a high regard 
for your life. You will guard it, 
develop it, and above all you will 
commit it in glad surrender to God 
through Jesus Christ. 


Il, The Believer Is Indwelt by the 
Holy Spirit (I Cor. 6:19, 20). 


Redemption at the great price of 
Jesus’ blood not only makes the be- 
liever belong to God (vy. 20), but 
also makes his body the temple of 
the Holy Spirit. When the child of 
God grasps that truth, his attitude 
toward his body and toward his life 
which it bears is revolutionized. 
Since the third person of the blessed 
Trinity dwells in me, I will not abuse, 
neglect, or misuse my body. I will 
not take it to places where the in- 
dwelling Spirit would not go. I 
will not use it or any of its mem- 
bers to do anything which does not 
honor God. On the other hand, I 
will yield it without delay and with- 
out reservation to the Holy Spirit 
and count on Him to empower and 
use it for God’s glory.

“Across the farm and range 
lands of the country,” Bennett 
siys, “some 282 million acres 


either have been ruined or severe- 
ly damaged by soil erosion, On 
on additional 775 million acres the 
process of erosion is actively un- 
der way,” 

To fight this wastage of soil 
resources, farmers are organizing 
soil conservation districts under 
State conservation legislation. By 
June 15, Bennett reports, 86 States 
had passed laws permitting farm- 
ers to organize these new subdi- 
visions of government “for pur- 
poses of cooperative attack on lo- 
cal land problems,"" By the same 
date, 161 districts, covering ap- 
proximately 88,500,000 acres, had 
been organized in 26 of these 
States. (As of December 15, the 
number of districts had been in- 
creased to more than 200, cover- 
ing’ nearly 120,000,000 acres.) 

Defining these districts as “the 
most promising avenue to Nation- 
wide improvement in the use of 
land,"’ the Soil Conservation Sery- 
ice head declares “this type of 
cooperative community enterprise, 

advantageous to farmers and 
ranchers within a district—is prov- 
ing helpful at the same time to a 
number of governmental agencies, 


because they are able, in many 
cases, to discharge their respon- 
sibilities more economically and 


more completely through soil con- 
servation districts than in any 
other way.” 

In his report, Bennett condemns 
the oft-expressed generalization 
the: every farmer who adopts soil- 
conserving farming methods is sub- 
ject to financial losses, Generali- 
ties of this kind, he says, slow 
down the adoption of conservation 
measures and in so doing, ‘cost a 
great many farmers thousands of 
dollars each year,” 

Data collected by the Soil Con- 
servation Service during the past 
five years, the report states, ‘in- 
cicate that on thousands of farms 
and ranches the application of soil 
and water conservation measures 
end other practices of wise land 
use may reasonably be expected 
to result in immediate financial 
returns, and certainly would cause 
no losses,”

Check Up on Population, 
Industry, Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, — The sixteenth 
decennial census is to be greatest 
of all information-gathering projects 
yet attempted by the federal gov- 
ernment, 

Combined with the decennial cen- 
sus—the Constitution provides for 
an enumeration of United States 
population every 10 years—will be 
the regular five-year agricultural in- 
ventory, the biennial census of man- 
ufacturers and the decennial census 
of mines, 

Many things have happened In the 
nation since the last population cen- 
sus in 1930, People have been driv- 
en from certain areas by dust 
storms and floods. Others have 
changed their homes in search of 
employment. Factories have been 
relocated, New crops have been de- 
veloped, 

“No business, and the U. S. gov- 
ernment Is considered a business," 
said M. C. McGinley, Philadelphia 
area manager for the bureau of 
census, ‘can operate without taking 
an occasional inventory. 

“Tn 1940 the United States is going 
to take the biggest inventory of all 
times. The census will give a new, 
accurate and up-to-date balance 
sheet of our people, our industries 
and our resources,” 

According to the bureau of census, 
the 1940 census will “be broad in 
scope." 

In addition to sopulation, agricul- 
ture, manufactures and mines, des- 
ignated as the principal groups, sta- 
tistics will be gathered on business, 
employment and occupation, drain- 
age, irrigation and housing. 

In area the project will spread 
halfway around the world. Canvass- 
ers, who will gather the data, will 
visit every nook and cranny from 
Maine to Guam, Alaska, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, the 
2anama Canal Zone and numerous 
small islands in the Pacific. 


Average Baby Knows Three 
Words at Year-Old Stage 


IOWA CITY.—Research by a child 
welfare expert at the University of 
Iowa revealed that the,average baby 
cannot speak at the age of eight 
months and utters a single word at 
10 months. 

On the average the language- 
learning process progresses from 
the first sentence after the fifteenth 
month to 1,500 words at four years, 
according to Dr. Orvis C, Irwin. 

Dr. Irwin's research showed that 
the child at a year usually has a 
vocabulary of three words and after 
another six months has increased it 
to 20 words. 

“During the next three. months it 
will jump to more than 100 and at 
two years it may contain as many 
as 250 words,’’ Dr. Irwin said. 
‘From the second year on the words 
will be added at a reduced rate so 
that at three there will be some 900 
words and at four about 1,500." 

The 10 most frequently used words 
in constructing a sentence, accord- 
ing to Dr, Irwin, are: I, is, it, you, 
that, do, a, this, not and the. 

Nouns and verbs are used more 
frequently than adjectives and con- 
nectives. The research expert said. 
Declarative sentences predominate 
during the first five years, he added. 


Beryllium Experiments 


Conducted for 18 Years 
CLEVELAND.—The Brush labora- 
tories here have experimented for 
18 years with one of science’s most 
interesting problems—the study of 
beryllium, metal of mystery, which 
may have important uses in muni- 
tions manufacture, 

‘Beryllium is light and promises 
to be strong and reasonably plenti- 
ful,"’ said Dr. C, Baldwin Sawyer, 
who has worked for years with the 
metal at the laboratory established 
by Charles F. Brush, arc-light in- 
ventor, . 

‘“‘When added to copper, berylliu 
causes it to become hard enough 
to cut through some steels. This 
beryllium-copper alloy likewise ex- 
ceeds the milder steels in tensile 
strength. Beryllium is considera- 
bly lighter than aluminum in its pure 
state, But we have problems yet to 
overcome, We now are trying to 
overcome its brittleness.”

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RETTER HOME GARDENS ARE 
NEEDED IN COFFEE COUNTY 


The statement has been made 
that if farm people of this State 
ure to be well fed we need to 
grow about three times as many 
vegetables as are now being pro- 
duced for home consumption, This 
statement is certuinly applicable 
te Coffee County because we can 
certainly grow more vegetables 
than we usually grow, 

Farmers in this county are for- 
tunate in that five well equipped 
canning plants are available for 
their use, These plants can han- 
dle large volumes ot fruits, veg- 
ctables and meats. It is hoped 
that farmers, in this county, will 
take advantage of these plants in 
1940, 

The 1940 Agricultural Conser- 
volion Program provides a pay- 
ment of $1.50 to every farm family 
in Coffee County that prows a 
xwood home garden, ‘The regula- 
lions Pelative to this garden state, 
in part, that good cultural prac- 


tices shall be followed and that 
the garden must be kept free 
from weeds, These regulations 


also state that @ minimum of eight 
cutferent vegetables must be grown 
during the year and at least two 
fresh vegetables must be avail- 
able for consumption daily through- 
cut the year, To have a good 
warden, steps must be taken to 
control insects. 

Mr. W. A. Ruffin, BWxtension 
Gardening Specialist of Auburn, 
las sent us some good gardening 


suggestions. This information is 
passed on to all who might be 
interested, 

Compost 


Experiments at Auburn haye 
shown that the best vegetables are 
produced on soil that has received 
heavy application of compost. 
Mid-winter is an excellent time 
to apply this garden fertilizer. 
Broadcast five to ten loads of com- 
post, for the average-sized garden, 
and turn it under during January. 

Lime 

An application of 4 to 6 hundred 
pounds per acre of ground lime- 
stone or basic slag will materially 
increase the production of bects, 
carrots, lettuce, beans and peas on 
most soils. ' Do not apply lime to 
soils on which Irish potatoes are 
to be grown. 

Commercial Fertilizer 

When properly balanced it is 
almost impossible to apply too 
much plant food to the soil for 
vegetables. Where plenty of com- 
post has been applied a 4-8-4 grade 
vf fertilizer can be used with good 
results. It should be applied in 
the row at the rate of 4 to 6 
pounds to each 100 feet. Side 
¢ress, with nitrogen, such crops 
és cabbage and lettuce as soon as 
the plants have become well es- 
tablished, 

Irish Potatoes 

Very few farmers grow enough 
potatoes. Certified seed potatoes 
give much higher yields, Buy the 
best seed available. Potato seed 
pieces should be about the size of 
en egg. Fertilize ground to be 
planted in potatoes with a 4-10-7 
fertilizer applied at the rate of 
1,000 pounds per acre, Do not 
use lime on potatoes. 

Lettuce 

To produce nice heads of lettuce 
it must be grown during cool 
weather, Sow seed of iceburg let- 
tuce not later than February, as 
soon as plants are two inches 
high thin so that they will be a 
foot apart, 

Derris will control aphids, Har- 
lequin bug, bean leaf beetles, po- 
tato bugs, flea beetles, cabbage 
worms, Mexican bean beetles and 
inany other insects. Keep on hand 
a good supply of this dust with 
a good dust gun so that you will 
be ready for these bugs. 

Cut worms are easily controlled 
by putting out late in the after- 
noon, chopped cabbage leaves that 
have been poisoned with Calcium 
Arsenate. .

OATS IS PROFITABLE 


AUBURN, Ala,—Iixperience of 
farmers and experiment station 
tests show that a top-dressing of 
some quickly-available nitrogen 
fertilizer in early spring is most 
profitable for small grain, accord- 
ing to J. C, Lowery, Extension 
apronomist, 

Lowery said the best time to 
apply fertilizer is about the time 
tictive growth begins in the spring, 
or from February to early March. 

“Rate of application will depend 
on the value of the grain, the 
need for food and feed, and the 
peneral fertility of the soil,’ he 
said, “County agents will be glad 
to give farmers rates of nitrate 
of soda or other nitrogenous fer- 
tilizer to apply on their particular 
soil type.” 

Mr. Lowery called attention to 
the fact that dry weather caused 
delay in planting wheat, oats, rye, 
and small grain winter legume 
mixtures last fall, consequently 
resulting in a delay of obtaining 
growth early in the season, 

“Due to this delay, it will pos- 
sibly be of greater importance to 
top dress grain this spring than 
if it had been sown earlier,” he 
added,

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Registration And Poll Tax 
Payments At New Peak; 
Woman 95 Is Registered 


Further evidence that Coffee 
County is in for some warm poli- 
tics between now and the May and 
June primary elections, is shown 
in the report of the Board of Reg- 
istrars filed in the Probate office 
last week, and a statement from 
Tax Collector A. J, Morrow that 
poll tax collections have gone over 
any previous year. 

Perhaps one of the most inter- 
esting sidelights on the situation 
is the unusually large number of 
clderly women who registered 
during the ten-day period when 
the books were open. Top honors 
“oO to Mrs. Mary Matilda Morri- 
son, 95 years of age, who register- 
ed and will cast her first ballot 
in the May 7 primary. Of course, 
Mrs, Morrison was not due any 
poll tax and could have been vot- 
ing for many years, but according 
ts reports she was not much in- 
terested in politics until this year. 
The record further shows that ap- 
proximately twenty women whose 
ages run from sixty to ninety-five 
took advantage of the opportunity 
to register, in fact female registra- 
tions were unusually heayy in 
many precincts of the county. 

The men were not idle during 
this time about registering, with 
the result that records show a 
total of 445 names added to the 
list during the ten-day period the 
books were open. Five days were 
spent in Enterprise and five in 
Elba, So far as we have been 
oble to learn this is a record for 
registrations, During the regular 
registration period last fall when 
the board visited every precinct 
ir, the county, spending several 
days at the two court houses, only 
386 names were added to the lists. 


More than half of the number 
registered during the special pe- 
riod closing last Thursday night, 
were marked up in four precincts 
of the county, with Victoria pre- 
cinct having top place with a to- 
tal of 94. Beat 11 had a total 
of 47; beat 3 shows a total of 40; 
and Elba, beat 6, had 56 names 
added, 

Tax Collector A. J. Morrow 
says he was “snowed under’ with 
poll tax payments, and on account 
of not having enough receipts has 
rot yet been able to make an ac- 
curate list. Two men in the coun- 
ty walked in and paid a total of 
$36.00 each, representing all the 
poll tax required of an individual. 

Other payments—dozens of them 
ranged from three or four years 
on up to twenty years. It was 
not unusual for men to pay ten 
collars and more for the privilege 
of casting a ballot this year. 
Opinion as to the cause for this 
increased interest in registration 
and poll tax payments varies con- 
siderably. 

From our conversations, here 
and there, it seems that the races 
for commissioner are responsible 
for this unusual interest. A care- 
ful check of the records show that 
in the Northeast, Northwest and 
Southwest districts, where indica- 
tions point to very strong contests 
for the commissioner's seat, there 
was more activity in registering 


and rr poll tax than tn the 
Southeast, where there will be no 
contest, 

Still there are those who argue 
that the races for Probate Judge, 
Circuit Clerk or Superintendent of 
Iuducation are the ones holding 
the spotlight and that they are re- 
sponsible for the record-breaking 
number of new eligibles, Any 
way you wish to argue the point, 
the fact still remains that the list 
cf qualified voters of the county 
promises to be the largest in its 
history, and that means more 
hands for the candidates to shake 
between now and May 7, 

Poll tax paying and registering, 
it would seem, consumed more 
attention than usual during the 
past several days, as many of the 
talk-of candidates have not yet 
made their formal announcements, 
There is still plenty of time be- 
tween now and the 29th day of 
February (candidates should not 
wait until the very last moment) 
for all prospects to make their 
formal entries. The first primary 
is yet three months away.

Mr. Dove Johnson, county com- 
missioner from the Northeast Dis- 
trict of Coffee, formally announces 
his candidacy today for reelection 
in the approaching democratic 
primaries.

Mr Johnson is serving his first 
term as Commissioner, having 
been elected in 1936. He is a 
courteous official and has spent 
much time looking after the inter- 
ests of his constituents as well as 
looking after the interests of the 
county, and has a record to be 
proud of. His friends will be in- 
terested in his announcement and 
will join him in making a thor- 
cugh campaign.

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Health Officer Warns Of 
Dangers Facing Children 
After Attack Of Measles

AFTER A LONG ILLNESS

Measles has gained a wide dis- 
tribution over the northern and 
western part of Coffee County, 
Hfforts toward control are not 
aimed at preventing the spread 
of measles among school children, 
but are aimed rather at preyent- 
ing cases in young children and 
in having all cases given the kind 
of care that help to prevent the 
aangerous complications, 

Measles became scattered wide- 
ly during the Christmas holiday 
season, and have increased rapid- 
ly since then, Pine Level and 
Kosin Ridge schools had cases last 
week for the first time this year. 
It is estimated that there have 
now been about 400 cases since 
Junuary first. 

Can the Spread Be Stopped? 

The answer is “No,"’ except by 
extreme means which are not prac- 
tical, Measles are spread mostly 
by cases which are just starting 
to have symptoms like a cold. 
Measles is spread for three days 
before the case breaks out. Thus 
the damage is done before the case 
can be diagnosed as measles by 
the family, There will probably 
be many more cases before the 
epidemic dies away for lack of any 
more children to attack, 

Why Do Anything About It? 

The answer is that every epi- 
demic of measles leayes behind 
children who die of pneumonia or 
meningitis or who suffer perma- 
nent injury to eyesight, hearing, 
or heart, and the worst part of it 
all is that many of these are un- 
necessary complications and can 
and should be prevented. 

How To Prevent Complications? 

First: Protect young children 
under three years of age, If thers 
are exposed school children in the 
family move the young children 
away until the school children 
have recovered. (Use some other 
method of keeping young children 
and exposed school children sep- 
arated.) 

Second: Immunize exposed ba- 
bies and sickly children of any 
age. Consult your family doctor. 

Third: If a child has been ex- 
posed, (1) put to bed at the first 
sign of a cold and keep in bed 
for at least ten days; (2) allow 
no visitors. This is not so much 
for the protection of the visitors, 
but is for the protection of the 
sick child. During measles vitality 
is so lowered that the child is 
easily attacked by pneumonia and 
other infections, Even among the 
members of the family it is bet- 
ter that only one person take care 
of and come in contact with the 
patient. (3) The room should be 
well ventilated. (4) The eyes 
should be rested by avoiding bright 
light and not being used for read- 
ing or other close work. Even af- 
ter recovery use of the eyes should 
be increased gradually. (5) Even 
after apparent recovery, exertion 
should be avoided if there is any 
feeling of fatigue. This is be- 
cause there is a tendency toward 
damage to the heart. If a phy- 
sician is in attendance the bad 
results of complications can fre- 
quently be avoided.
